"ZODIAC" investigation in the late mos - early 19?0s. Search 
warrants had been served at allbk'S residence at the time. The 
evidence which was collected included sado-masochistic 
pornography, dildos. blood stained clothing, prints were «Uo 
lifted frcxn ALLEN’S trailer. However, these prints did not match 
any prints taken from ’’ ZODIAC* crime scenes. ALLEN was never 
charged with any of the ncfflicldee. 


In 1991, the vaile^o police Department received 
information which resurrec ted ALLEN’ S possible involvement In the 
"ZODIAC* kill lags .MSB*™* MM re- ioterv iewed a number of 
people who had information about ALLEN. flMfr and Ml were 
advised that prior to an interview with allsn, they should 
attsmpt to obtain as much current info motion about him as 
possible.

recovered . 


The only assistance which SAflMHP wa s able to 
provide Vallejo Police Department at this time, was to suggest 
that prior to future contacts with ALLES, investigators should 
have all of their other interviews completed so they had as much 
background information as possible on ALLEN. 


Following two meetings with and flHBB no 

information was received regar ding the status of the 
investigation. MMHHHK**^ contacted on March 23, 1991 
regarding capti^ETTOTeT-^Ml indicated that hi s depa rtment 
was still investigating ALLEN as the ZODIAC killer. MM 
indicated that a surviving victim from the ZODIAC series of 
murders had positively identified allen as the ZODIAC killer, 
currently in Germany following up oo several lead*.

with the Vallejo Police Department and the commander of the 
investigation Division of the Vallejo Police Department. 

On July 4, 1^69, I was sergeant with the valla jo Police 
Department and actually va© one of the officers on the crime 
scene; wherein, Darlene Perrin was shot to death, and 

was shot numerous tines but subsequently lived. 
This shooting vaa later attributed to a person who identi- 
fied himself as the Zodiac. The person that identified him- 
self as the Zodiac wrote letters to the Vallejo Tines Herald 

after the Killing of Perrin bragging that he had done the 

* 

killing and describing how it was done. These description® 
were accurate and could only have been known to the killer 
and lav enforcement. I actually assisted in soac of the 
investigation back in 1969. one of the primary investiga- 
tors on this initial investigation vaa a Sergeant 

th * Police Department who has since retired. 

The location of this killing. Blue Rock Springs, is in the 
city of Vallejo, county of Solano, state of California. 

In approximately 1975, now-retired Detective 

was assigned to do any follow up necessary on the 
zodiac case. It should be noted approximately once a month 
somebody would call in with some type of information regard- 
ing the Zodiac case, it was the duty of Detective

I an aware that the Zodiac wrote at least twelve let- 
ters to newspapers in San Francisco, Vallejo, and Los Ange- 
les, and at least one letter to an attorney by the nama of 
These letters were primarily taunting the 
police that they would never catch hin and exhibiting a 
score indicating that he was beating San Francisco Police 
Department. Some of these letters also contained crypto- 
grams which were supposed to spell Out the reasons for the 
hillings and the Zodiac's naae. Numerous attempts have been 
made to crack those cryptograms with dubious results. Al- 
though the zodiac claimed many killings in the State o£ 
California, the ones that most Closely can be attributed to 
hin, and that are in the Vallejo Area are as follows: 

(1) December 20, 1*68 - Lake Herman Road near Vallejo, 
Solano county Sheriff'.* Department Jurisdiction. Vic- 
tims - Betty Jensen and David Farraday. The weapon used in 
these killings was a .22 caliber semi -automatic pistol, xt 
is unknown if any personal articles were taken fro* either 
Jensen or Farraday. Expended .22 caliber slugs and casings 
available for comparison. 

(2) July 4 , 1*69 - Blue Rock Springs Area, Vallejo, Cali- 
fornia, vaUejo Police Department jurisdiction.
